DESCRIPTION OF THE AWARj^ 

1. The National Award.shall be given* for outstanding con¬ 
tribution to the promotion oUSoqJal (Understanding and for 
the Upiiftment of the Weaker Sections in India. 

2. There shall be one Award each year. It shall carry an 
amount of Rs. 10 lakhs. It shall alspcarry, a citation. 

3. The, Award shall.be presented, to.individuals or organi¬ 
sations. 

4. The Award may be presented jointly, or shared by more 
than one recipient or organisations as may be cantuiered by 
the Jury to be equally deserving of recognition in the year. 

5. Normally the Award will not be presented posthumously. 
If, however, the death occurred subsequent to a proposal 
having been submitted to the Jury in the'; manner stipulated!

2. Only persons/organisations recomended in writing in 
accordance with the criteria laid down in Chapter IV of this 
code will be considered by the Jury for the Award.

PERIOD OF AWARD 

1. The Award shall be instituted in the year 1992 and 
shall be conferred annually, provided that if none of the 
proposals merit recognition, the Award may be withheld 
that year.
